Replying to a
deputation' from the National Fed-
eration of Chambers of Commerce
Who asked for its atilition, Mr,
Ichiki, finance minister, said, "the
complete abolition' of the business
tax is' impossible at present- - The
government' has no adequate means
to met .the revenue deficiency that
should accrue thecefrom." -

wholesale and retail, and on the
number of persons engaged.
